"The more detailed are the reports 
I receive about the Eucharist ir Con- 
gress at Vienna the more my heart Is 
filled with }oy," Plus X. Is said to 
have exclaimed.

The Paulist Fathers of New York 
City are perfecting their plans to 
build a $100,000 church, a school 
and a monastery on newly acquired 
property in North Manhattan. Ac- 
cording to the announcement made 
by the Right Rev. John J. Hughes, 
Superior General of the order, the 
order had been quietly buying prop- 
erty for thia purpoae, and It was only 
a short time ago that the deed was 
signed tor the last plot of ground 
upon which Is to be erected the new 
group of buildings. The Pauliet 
Fathera have bought twenty-two lots 
opposite the new Isham Park. Their 
property has a frontage of 200 teet 
in Broadway, 200 feet In Cooper 
street and 296 feet in Isham street.
